{WELVE MANIPURIS VILLAGES SHELLED 
AND BURNED. 


Priceless Art Treasures Ruined by the 
Explosion in Rome-—The Education 
Bill to Be Introduced in the British 
Parliament—Two Duels in France—The 
Chilian Rebellion. 


sruLa, April 24.—Information has reached 
bere that the British column advancing on 
Manipur under Gens. Lockhart and Turner, 
to-day reached a large natural settlement in 
the Phagri Valley. The British force halted 
when within sight of the settlement and sent 
scouts forward to inform the Manipuris that 
the British Generais were awaiting proposals 
of peace from the insurgent tribes. The 
rebels, however, refused to answer this 
peaceable suggestion and consequently the 
British troops were ordered to advance. 

The British columns pushed forward and 
burned twelve villages which had been occu- 
pied by rebels. The latter, in great force, 
retreated to the hills. The British forces 
shelled the hilis with shrapnel shells, killing 
and wounding large numbers of the enemy. 
The latter is now believed to have been com- 
pletely cowed. 


THE CHILIAN REBELLION. 
AND ABOUT 


DETAILS OF THE FIGHTING IN 
PIBAGUA. 

New Yor«, April 24.—The British ship An- 
dromeda, that arrived here yesterday from 
Pisagua, Chill, brought news ofthe fighting 
in and around that town. 

The Andromeda,a four-masted steel bark 
of 1,822 tons, 
Pisagua on Dec. 9 to load with nitrate of soda. 
Owing tothe revolution the loading wasa 
slow process. On Jan. 19 the Government 
troops in Pisagua drugged their commander 
and declared forthe insurgents. President 
Balmaceda, as soon as he heard of the re- 
volt, orderec troops from Iquique, thirty- 
three miles from Pisagua, to march on the 
town. The insurgents on their part sent the 
war vessel Magalian tothe port. On Jan. 23 
the Government forces were reported to be 
nearthe town. Thetroops advanced up the 
hills that lein the rearof Pisagua. and the 
Magallan steamed as near the shore as she 
could. The inhabitants immediately began 
to take refuge in the shipping of the harbor. 
The boatmen charged from $25 to $75 to take 
the inhabitants from the shore tothe several 
ships. Shortly after 10 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of Jan. 2#@the fight began. The insurgent 
troops went pluckily upthe hill against their 
enemy and were aided with the fire from the 
Magallan, but the odds were against them 
and they had to retire to their quarters in the 
town. For five days the people of Iquique 
lived on board the several vessels, there - 
ing no less than 6000n board the Andromeda. 
Fully 2,00 of them left on transports for 
Arica. When the Andromeda left on Feb. i, 

here was still heavy fighting going on be- 
tween the two bodies. 

During the fight on Jan. 2, the American 
bark, James G. Pendleton, which was lying 
alongside the Andromeda, was struck bya 
shell fromthe shore. The shell burst in the 
forehold, doimg considerable damage, but 
there was no loss of life. On shore all the 
banks were closed, and no business, except 
fighting, was being transacted. 

REPORTS EXAGGERATED. 

A dispatch from San Franctsco says that 
the British gunboat Pheasant arrived there 
yesterday from Spanish-American ports, She 
left Iquigque on March 8 and Callao on March 
12. Ore of the officers gave some further 
facts in regard to the struggle between Bal- 
maceda and the insurgents. He said: *‘Tel- 
egraphic reports have exaggerated the dam. 

Gen. Loto, 
Balmaceda’s officer, placeda machine gun on 
the custom house at Iquique andruined the 
best part of the town.

THE RUIN AT ROME. 
SOME OF THE EFFECTS OF THE POWDER EX- 
PONSION—ART TREASURES DESTROYED. 

RoME, April 2#4.—The explosion of 25 tons 
of gun powder yesterday in the powder 
magazine at Posse Pantaleo, which caused 
serious damage and loss of life, created great 
alarm atthe Vatican. All the windows of 
the Pope’s library were broken anda number 
of precious relics were destroyed. In addi- 
tion many valuable panes of colored glass im 
the principal windows of &t. Peter’s Basilyea 
were smashed to pleces. The handsome 
stained glass window over the chair of St. 
Peter was also broken. At 8t. Paul’s Church 
all the stained glass windows were damaged. 
In fact the damage done at this church was 
sO great that the building has been closed to 
the public while the debris is being cleared 
away and the work of temporary repair 
inaugurated. Much of the destruction 
wrought by the explosion is irreparable, as 
the valuable works ofart which have been 
destroyed cannot be replaced. Many ofthe 
stained glass windows which have been shat- 
tered are the works of celebrated artists,who 
flourished hundreds of years ago, and, 
though in some cases the windows can be re- 
placed, in many other cases their historical 
and artistic value is destroyed forever. 

Many of the most valuable relics in the 
monastery of St. Paul have also succumbed 
to the force of the explosion. As already 
stated, some time must elapse before the full 
amount ofthe damage will be known, as it 
will require a personal visit to, and inspec- 
tion of, tens of thousands of artistic relics 
before the full story of the disaster can be re- 
covered. ey 

It now trangpires that the Pope had just 
concluded the celebration ofa low mass and 
was engaged in prayer 
shook the Vatican building. So severe was 
the shock that the Pope tottered and would 
have fallen had not one of the servants in at- 
tendance sprung forward and caught the 
venerable prelate in his arms.SHe has now re- 
covered from the shock he experienced 
through the explosion. 

The investigation made by the military 
authorities into the origin of the explosion 
shows that it was caused by the accidental ex- 
plosion of some shrapnel shell capsules. 

A few of the people who were injured at the 
time of the explosion and who were taken to 
the hospital have since died from the effect of 
the injuries they received. 

Among those who were hurt by the accident 
was Billot, the French Ambassador. M. Bil- 
lot was slightly injured by falling glass. 


STORM -SWEPT. 


RAIN AND FLOODS BRING DESTRUCTION TO POR- 
TIONS OF PERU. 


PANAMA, April 16.—Reports from Peru tell 
ofa disastrous rain storm and floods. Be- 
tween March 19 and 22 eleven rain storms 
swept over Lambayeque, whence a corre- 
spondent writes: The river of the same name 
in this town increased to enormous propor- 
tions and flooded the country all around for 
nearly thirty miles. The villages of Jayanca, 
Olmer, Motupe, Pacoa, Tucumo, Machum!i 
and Morenpe have been inundated and many 
houses have fallen down. The churches at 
Jayanca and Morenpe fell down while Chi- 
clayo and Eten suffered heavily, The crops 
on the farms around these cities have all been 
destroyed. Nota single rallof the Chimbote 
& Suchiman raliroad remains in place on many 
miles of the embankments.

The Ghastly Discovery Made by Two 
Women in New Jersey. 


A DEN OF 8T. LOUIS THIEVES UNEARTHED 
IN CHICAGO. 


The Howl Made by a Pair of Policemen— 
George Graber’s Deed in Cincinnati— 
Shot His Friend and Ended His Own 
Life—Brutal Work of Masked Men— 
The Criminal Record, 


New Brunswick, N.J., April 2#4.—A road 
branches off from the turnpike and cuts due 
west on the top of the hill just beside the 
O14 Bridge Village. It leads through woods 
and thickets to the country residence of Mr. 
John Preston of Brooklyn. The road, or 
lane, is barely halfa mile long. The only 
other house on it is thatof Ashy Rue. Mr. 
Preston’s family divide their time between 
the country and the city. 

Before returning to Brooklyn on Tuesday, 
Mrs. Preston and her daughter started out to 
gather wild flowers. They entered the woods 
back of their house and looked for flowers 
along the cow-path which winds through 
them. About midway between their place 
and the turnpike another path from the lane 
cuts through the woods in an opposite direc- 
tion. The spot where the two paths cross is 
in a deep ravine comparatively free from 
brush and trees. In the center of this ravine 
stands a small tree, and all around this tree 
for a distance of a dozen feet the ground is 
clear. 

When Mrs. Preston and her daughter came 
upon this opening they saw almost at their 
feet the dead body ofa man with its eyes 
staring at the sun, which blazed down on the 
face. The women almost had hysterics. They 
flew back to their house and word was sent 
down tothe village. Dr. Disbrow anda few 
idiers fromthe grocery store came up and 
examined the body. The head wag about all 
that was visible. The rest of the body had 
been cargfully covered with twigs and 
branches broken from the surrounding brush 
and smal) trees. The face was ag biack as 
coal and it was thought by some of the party 
that the dead body was that of anegro. It 
was only discolored, however. The twigs 
and branches were removed and the man was 
found to be but partly dressed. Hig trousers 
and boots were missing. The man wore a 
white shirtand a black coatand vest. The 
body also had on a pair of gray drawers. The 
clothes were free from dirt, but the coat, 
which lay a few feet away, was dyed in red. 
A few feet away from this were the remains 
of a recent fre. Within a few feet of the fire 
lay a huge oak club more than four feet long. 
One enc of it was covered with blood and 
bair. Near the club there was an indentation 
in the ground of the shape of a man’s head. 
It, too, was dotted with hair. 

An examination of the man showed that 
the back of his head had been split and 
the club fitted in the fracture. The lower 
jaw was smashed, and there was a hole in 
the right cheek. There were several bruises 
on the body, which was otherwise not dis- 
colored. The hands were soft, and showed 
that they had not seen hard work recently. 
No money or valuables were found on the 
body, and nothing by which it could be iden- 
tified. The only things in the pockets were a 
small knife with @ white metal handie anda 
small horse-shoe, bearing, in raised letters, 
the words of ‘‘Good Luck to AllofUs.’’ The 
man was apparently about or # years old, 
5 feet 6 inches in height, and rather slender. 
He had sandy hairand mustache and a red 
beard, which had been cropped off roughly. 
The body was removed to Undertaker Mc- 
Ded’s establishment. It will be kept until 
to-morrow for identification. No one has 
called to see it. That the man was murdered is 
certain. No one ip Old Bridge questions that. 
But when he was killed, and by whom, as 
well as his own identity, remains a mystery. 
Some think that he was murdered twoor 
three weeks ago, and that he had laid there 
Others think that he met death 
two or three days ago.

The Vesuvius Ready for a Trial of Her 
Dynamite Guns. 


HER FIFTEEN-INCH CANNONS AND 5600- 
POUND PROJECTILES, ;

4 Fear That She Cannot Carty the New 
Equipment—Conventions to Be Held at 
the National Capital During the Sum- 
mer—Scientific Societies—To Negotiate 
a Treaty—Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., April 24.—The dyna- 
mite cruising vessel Vesu~tus, now at the 
Navy Yard, is ready for the practical tests of 
the efficiency of the dynamite guns and is 
awaiting final orders to proceed to Chesa- 
peake Bay, where the tests will be made. It 
is a fact that the guns have never been tested 
with nitro-glycerine or dynamite since they 
were put on the veséel, but in the last test of 
the so-called dynamite guns on the vessel, 
gun cotton was used, It has been a question 
ever since the vessel was bullt whether she 
would fulfillthe conditions: given in her of- 
ficial register asadynamite cruiser, and it 
was reported two years ago that she 
was not likely to betested with any other 
sort of explosive than gun cotton as the 
bursting charges of her shells. For that rea- 
s0n many officers always spoke of herasa 
**gun cotton boat,’’ instead of a dynamite 
cruiser. 

It will be remembered that Secretary Tracy 
was severely scored by some people, who 
represented that he ‘‘refused to accept the 
vessel from partisan jealousy alone,’’ a few 
months after he became head of the Navy 
Department. The fact is that the vessel was 
accepted by Secretary Whitney just before 
he went out of office, but at that time her 
armament had not been put on board and she 
had been accepted on her tests for speed 
only. The contract stipulated that the vessel 
was to be armed with ten-inch guns which 
would project a i)0-pound dynamite bomb 
one mile, with accuracy, with 200 pounds’ 
pressure. A change was made to guns of fif- 
teen-inch caliber and the trials were had 
without these. Secretary Tracy simply 
wished to be satisfied that the change from 
ten-inch guns to fifteen-inch guns would not 
impair the efficiency of the vessel. 

The act of Congress of March 2, 1889, two 
days prior to the end of the Cleveland admin.- 
istration, provided for the building of a 
second dynamite crulser; but the act stipu- 
lated that the construction of the new vessel 
should be made ‘‘only after the Secretary of 
the Navy shall be satisfied, afterofficial tests 
made with the Vesuvius and her guns, as to 
the efficiency of the armament of that 
vessel.’ Inthefirsttrialthe breech of one 
of the dynamite guns was completely blown 
outand all of the other experiments have 
fallen much below expectations. The Secre- 
tary is anxious to determine by further tests 
whether he would be warranted in expending 
$450.000 for another vessel of the Vesuvius 
class, and until he ts satisfied no movement 
will be made toward having another such 
vessel bullt. 


SCIENTIFIC SOCIETIES. 
MEETINGS TO BE HELD AT THE CAPITAL THE 
COMING SUMMER. 
WASHINGTON, LD. C., April 24.—This summer 
will be a memorable one in the history of 
Washington asa meeting: place for scientific 
societies. In addition to the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences, now in session, and the 
great medical conventions to be held here in 
May, three great scientific bodies will assem- 

ble here in August. 

The first and numerically the greatest is the 
American Association for the Advancement 
of Science, which will assemble here Aug. 
19 and continue in session a week. This body 
includes bundreds of members dwelling all 
over the United States and Canada, and its 
proceedings for the forty years it has existed 
under its present name form the record of the 
scientific progress of the times. 

In August the Theological Society of Amer- 
ica, composed of about 1% members, will 
meet here. 

Following the meeting of the American S&o- 
clety the International Geological Congress 
Aug. @. This congress 
meets every three years and this will be its 
fifth meeting and the first this side of the At- 
lantic. It is expected that there will be many 
distinguished scientists from Europein at- 
tendance. In connection with this congress, 
as a part of the entertainment of the foreign 
delegates, an excursion istalked of to the 
grand canyon of Colorado and other points 
which would have especial interest to geolo- 
gists.

- WASHINGTON, D. C., April 24.—The lottery 

com panies received a black eye atthe Treas- 

ury Department, which it is thought will 

have the effect of driving them out of busi- 

ness. Having been debarred from using the 

United States mail, branches of lottery com- 

panies which formerly did business in the 

United States have been established in Mex- 

ico. Under the law printed mat- 

ter trom Mexico cannot be refused entry and 

each month lotterry tickets have been pre- 

sented at the Custom-houses along the Mex. 

ican frontier for admission into the United 

States. They have heretofore been admitted 

without question, but Assistant Secretary. 
Spaulding has hit upona novel plan to pre- 

vent their coming into this country. He has 

decided that there is no law to prevent lottery 

tickets being admitted as printed matter, but 

he instructs the custom officers to assess duty 

upon them at the rate of 2% per cent 

ad valorem of their face value. under 
paragraph 423,schedule M.of the McKinley bill 

which provided for this rate of duty on ‘‘all 

printed matter not especially provided for.’’ 

Tickets of the value of $10, under this 

decision, will nave to pay $2.50 custome duty. 

This high rate of duty will, itis thought, 

practically prohibit their importation. Being 
debarred from the United #tates mail and 
express companies and transportation lines, 

the lottery companies will find it dificult to 
dispose of their wares in the United states.

A WRECKED HOME. 


The Discovery Made by a Pittsburg Com- 
mission Merchant. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 24.—Simon B. Frey, a 
well-known commission merchant living on 
Duquesne Heights, went before Police Mag- 
istrate McKenna last night and swore out 
warrants for the arrest of Dr. J. Hobinson 
and Mrs. Frey upon charges of criminal im- 
propriety. Mrs. Frey gav@ security for $2,040 
to answer the charge against her, but Dr. 
Robinson has not yet been secured. 

Mr. Frey says that on Monday he had busi- 
ness which necessitated his absence from the 
city for several days and told his wife that he 
would not be home until Saturday. How- 
ever, pressing business matters called him 
back sooner than he expected. He. reached 
home yesterday afternoon between 6 and 4 
o’clock. He says that as he started upstairs 
his wife came tothe stair and looking over 
called ‘‘Is that you, papa’’’ and when he 
reached her room he found her undressed 
andinibed. She complained that her sister, 
who had lived with them, had left her, and 
that she was sick and unable to attend to the 
household duties. Mr. Frey said she acted in 
a queer way and his suspicions were aroused, 
He made an excuse to go up to the attic to 
see if the windows were closed, but in reality 
to see ifanybody was there. He found no- 
body, and returned tothe bed-room, seating 
himself a few feet from the bed. 

‘‘Suddenly,’’ said Mr. Frey, ‘‘I noticeda 
man’s arms underthe bed. Jumping up,I 
ran tothe bureau drawer and secured my re- 
volver. My wife, noticing my action, leaped 
out of bed, and atthe same time the man 
crawled out from his placeof concealment. 
It was Dr. Robinson. He, too, was not 
dressed. They grabbed hold of me, but I 
cocked my revolver and fired two shots out of 
the window to attract the attention of the 
neighbors that I might have witnesses. Mrs. 
Frey and the doctor made all kinds of en- 
treaties to me, and clasping each other, 
begged me toshoot them then and there, 
saying they were willing to die together. 

‘‘Itold them I would not harm either of 
them, and then they attempted to get the re- 
volver from me. In the mean time witnesses 
arrived and the doctor started down stairs 
and across the yard, followed by myself and 
two other men. We have not caught him yet, 
but.will catch him and make him pay for 
wrecking my home. I am done with my 
wife. She is 22 years of age and was a 4i- 
vorced woman when I married her, three 
years ago.’”’ 

Mrs. Frey is described as a very prepos- 
sessing woman, of finefigure, anda pleasing 
conversationaiist. George Tarr, a brother of 
Mrs. Frey. was present during the interview 
with Mr. Frey and said that he wished Frey 
had shot hig sister on the spot.

children, and she said she wished he had 
killed Annie.’’

NEWFOUNDLAND ’'S GRIEVANCE. 


MERCIER IN PARIS-——DOMINION NEWS. 

Lowpon, April#.—The address of Sir Wil- 
liam Whiteway at the barof the House of 
Lords has caused’ public opinion to run 
strongly in favor of the Newfoundlanders, 
and itisthought that the Government may 
have some difficulty in passing the force 
measure even in the House of Lords. Inthe 
Commons there is a decided opposition, not 
confined to the Liberals, to the coercion of 
Newfoundland, especially as it is felt that 
France has other reasons, hostile to English 
interests, for pressing the claims under the 
treaty, and that, if the Newfoundland pretext 
for annoyance is disposed of, some other will 
be found. 

The presence and mission of Premier Mer- 
cler of Quebec in Paris is spoken of in con- 
nection with the Newfoundland difficulty, 
Mercier has been entertained in Paris in the 
most cordial manner and his reception has 
been interpreted as indicating the close ties 
that yet bind the French to their former 
provinces in Canada. It is even intimated 
that, should Canada separate from Great 
Britain, Quebec would start outas a French 
transatiantic repyblic. It is certain that 
Mercier has succeeded in strongly flattering 
French sentiment, and in removing the bad 
impression created by the reception of the 
Count of Paris. 

PRESS COMMENT. 

The Chronicle says: ‘‘Newfoundianda’s ob- 
jection to arbitration cannot have much 
weight now, but the assertion that New. 
foundiand was not consulted upon the adop- 
tion or renewal of the modus vivendi if cor- 
rect, is good ground for complaint.’’ 

The Times says: ‘‘If satisfactory guaran- 
tees are given the act Vremier Whiteway 
proposes will speedily be passed. The Gov- 
ernment will be only too pleased to be rid of 
their invidious task. Sir Wilifam’s proposal 
is much the sameas Lord Knutsford’s, and 
therefore the excitement is hard to under- 
stand, The pointof the matter is arbitra- 
tion. Will Newfoundland persist in her 
present attitude if France steadily declines 
arbitration?’’’

Whiteway 
has not made outa very substantial case.

HORRIBLY MUTILATED BODY OF A 


WOMAN FOUND IN A HOTEL. 


The Police Say the Foreign Assassin Com- 
mitted the Deed—Scene of the Orime a 
Lew Resort on the East River—Name 
of the Victim Unknown-—A Ghastly 


Sight. 


New Yorx, April 24.—Jack the Ripper is be- 
lieved by the police to have at last come to 
this city. This morning in the East River 
Hotel, the body of a wretched woman was 
found with her abdomen horribly cut and 
her bowels protruding. Her name is not 
known. The resort in which wher 
body was found is one of the lowest 
inthecity. It is located on e southwest 
corner of Catherine street and Market street. 
The woman was known about the neighbor- 
hoodas one of the half-drunken creatures 
who hang aboutthe low reports of Water 
street andthe river. She came to the hotel 
last night in company with a man who regis- 
tered as Knickloiand wife. The couple were 
assigned toa room onthe upper fioor and 
went to it at once. Nothing was seen or heard 
of them during the night. Nocry or unusual 
notse was heard. 

THE GHASTLY DISCOVERY. 

This morning the attendant rapped on the 
Goor of the room occupied by § the 
couple. There was no answer and he 
rapped again with no better result, and fin- 
ally broke in thedoor. A horrible sight met 
his gaze. On the bed lay the woman ina big 
pool of blood. She had been dead for hours. 
Her abdomen had been fairly ripped open 
with a dull, broken table knife that 
lay in the pool of blood. The viscera 
had been cut and, from appearances, 
@ part was missing. The woman’s head was 
bandaged. Aciloth had been tied about her 
neck and face, but whether for any foul pur- 
pose orto hide any other traces of murder 
the attendant did not wait tosee. He gave 
the alarm at the office and a mes- 
senger was hastily dispatched to the 
police station. The police responded at 
once, and after viewing the body the captain 
ofthe precinct in which the murder was 
committed lost no timein notifying police 
headquarters of the horrible tragedy, and in 
a short while Inspector Byrnes had three of 
his sharpest detectives on the case. 

THE FIEND’S ESCAPE. 

No one has seen the man since he went up- 
stairs with the murdered woman. He 
had escaped under the cover of 
night, when the bloody deed was done. 
A very imperfect description was given 
ofhimtothe police and they went to work 
with much secresy to unearth the murder. 
The little that could be learned about the 
man Was that he was shabbily dressed 
and was about 82 years old. At noon 
& detective arrested an old crony 
of the dead woman, but she 
was too drunk totell what she knew. She 
was locked up to sleep off the effects of her 
liquor, and the police hope that she will at 
least give them some further clew. The 
huose in which the tragedy was committed is 
guarded on all sides, and noone allowed to 
approach the upper floors. 

The Coroner found the woman’s petticoat 
tied securely around her head. After this 
was taken off asheet was found, and below 
this the woman's chemise was tied around 
her head with one of her stockings. The 
face was indented by the force of the band.- 
ages. 

Capt. Ri¢hard O’Connor, who is in charge 
of the Oak street station and is one of Inspec- 
tor Byrnes’ oldest and sharpest detectives 
said at noon: ‘‘It’s Jack’s work to a dot.’’ 
Who he is, where he came from and why he 
murdered the woman and whothe victim is, 
no one knows as yet. 

On the woman’s back nearthe base of the 
spine the mark of a cross had been made 
with the knife. Similar marks were found on 
the bodies of the London victims of Jack the 
Ripper. 


, THE CRIMES IN LONDON. 


THEORIES ADVANCED THERE IN EXPLANATION 
OF THE HORRIBLE MURDERS. 

The mysterious personage known as Jack, 
the Ripper, is credited with or suspected of 
no less than a dozen murdersin London. All 
his crimes were committed in what is known 
as the Whitechapel District of London,a local. 
ity in which more poverty and crime ts to be 
found than inany othercity quarter in the 
world. The victims of the murderer inva- 
riably belonged tothe lowest class of aban- 
doned women, and no clue was found that 
would lead to the identification of the 
butcher, although the best officers and detec- 
tives of the London police force were in 
search of his trail. The manner in which the 
murders were committed proved that the 
murderer possessed very considerable ana- 
tomical khoweledge, as all the bodies were 
fearfully mutilated and the mutilations were 
of a nature that demonstrated that the 
wielder of the knife was no mean surgeon. 
The crimes have ceased for some time, but 
the police have never relaxed their vigilant 
Watch for the murderer. 

Hundreds of theories have been advanced 
inexplanation of the terrible deeds. It is 
Supposed by some thatthe man, insane from 
Gisease, is carrying outa vow pf vengeance 
against the lowest class of Women. Other 
suppose that the butchers in |London were 
committed by some religious fanatic, 
who had adopted this bidody manner 
of working a reform ‘among the 
abandoned women, Others still advanced 
the theory that some scientific gealot, who 
had lost his reason in the pursuit of a hobby, 
committed the murders and mutilations in 
the hope of finding some verification of his 
theories concerning the seat of fecundity. 
Hundreds of arrests Were made by the Lon.- 
don police, but in no case were the officials 
able to fix the crime on the prisoners.

DEVOY IS HAPPY. 


His Justice of the Peace Bill at Last Be- 
comes a Law. 


ITS IRREPRESSIBLE AUTHOR HAS URGED 
IT FOR TWENTY-THREE YEARS. 


The Opposition of the Mayor, Comptroller 
and City Counselor Could Not Defeat It 
—The Provisions of the New Law Which 
Applies Only to the City—What the 
Justices Have to Say. 


Dennis Devoy, the authorofthe measure 
known asthe ‘‘Devoy Justice of the Peace 
bill,’”’ is in an exceedingly hap- 
py frame of “ mind to-day. His 
bill—the measure he has striven to pass for 
the past twenty-three years is now 4a 
law. The last of the bills passed at 
the recent session of the Legislature was 
the Devoy bill and it was the last of the batch 
signed by the Governor. It received his signa- 
ture late yesterday afternooon and goes into 
effect at the next election of Justices of 
the Peace and Constables held 
in this city. There were strong 
arguments Drought to bear in 
opposition ‘to the measure and there were 
forcible indorsements. presented to aid its 
passage. Its author worked hard all 
through the season and has been equally 
active since it was placed on the Gov- 
ernor’s desk for his action. It was 
left to the last for considera- 
tion, and in the meantime its 
champion was busily engaged working up iIn- 
dorsements to counteract the opposition. 
The Mayor, Comptroller and City Counselor 
had gone on record against it and when it 
was passed they joinedin an emphatic fe- 
quest to have it vetoed. 

WHAT IT MEANS. 

The Devoy bill increases the jurisdiction of 
the Justices of the Peace from cases involving 
from $300 to $500, provides that the city shall 
be divided into nine districts, and that 
a justice and constable shall be 
elected in each, the former to receive a 
salary of $2,500 and the latter $1,800 per an- 
num. It provides further that each Con- 
stable shall havea deputy receiving $900 and 
each Justice a clerk at $1,200 per year. These 
salaries are to be paid outof the City Treas- 
ury, and the Justices and Constables are re- 
quired to pay all the fees over to the 
Treasurer. The bill originally in- 
tended that none but ‘lawyers should 
hold the office of Justice of the Peace but this 
qualification was knocked out by an amend- 
ment. The new law applies to St. Louis only. 

Underthe present law the Justices and 
constables pay all their expenses and 
are not required to account for 
the fees. The new law makes it 
incumbent on the city to provide suitable 
rooms for court purposes, keep them sup- 
plied with light and heat, and also fur- 
nish the necessary stationery and other 
necessaries. Comptroller Stevenson estimates 
that the new law will take just $92,000 out of 
the City Treasury every year, withno guar- 
antee that that much will be paidin by the 
justices and constables. He holds like the 
Mayor and City Counselor that the measure 
is a hardship morethan a blessing for this 
city. 

MR. DEVOY TALKS. 

Mr. Devoy was seen to-day just after he 
had been congratulated by several friends and 
was found in a jubilant mood.‘‘I am pleased, 
greatly pleased with the Governor’s action,’’ 
he said, ‘‘butitis what I have expected all 
along. Ihave beentrying for twenty-three 
years to getalaw of this kind enacted and 
can say that I have worked hard. I have ex- 
pended from $10,000 to $12,000 as per- 
sonal expenses during all this time, 
and now that the bill is a law 
I feel that I am amply repaid. I wantto 
state inthis connection thatI have no per- 
sonalax to grind, I began advocating this 
bill because I saw an abundance 
of room for reform in the selection of justices 
and constables, and the sare conditions 
prevail to-day. let 
have the city properly laid out 
in districts and let us have 
good competent men to preside over these 
courts. The bill provides that the districts 
shall be arranged by the five Circuit Judges, 
Judge of the Oriminal Court, and 
Judge of the Court of Criminal Correction. 
The claim that the city will lose by the enact- 
ment of the lawis not founded, as it is now 
the practice, and constables take in over 
$80,000 per annum in fees, and with 
the increase of jurisdiction from 
$300 to $500 cases the business of 
these courts will increase fully 83% per cent. 
This is a low estimate too, for there is reason 
to believe it will run as high as § per 
cent. I don’t think it will cost more 
than $75,000 per year to pay these salaries 
and expenses, andIlam certain the income 
will not fall short of $100,000, which will leave 
a balance of $25,000 as the city’s gain. Another 
thing while we are on the subject of reform, 
why not legislate locally and abolish the 
three Police Courts and try such cases 
before the Justices of the Peace, when 
the new law is in operation. These cases 
ought to be tried before the justices instead 
of having three courts tohandle them. Such 
legislation would result in a big saving to 
the city as it would do away with the Judges, 
Oity Attorney and assistants, Clerks and 
Marshals.’’ 

ADOPTED IN OTHER STATES. 

**Our new law is practically the same as 
that in force in other States. New York passed 
it twenty-three years ago, andit is also in 
force in Massachusetts, California, Louisi- 
ana, and Illinois is in a fair way 
to pass it. The bill, while it 
met with some Opposition, was very 
strongly indorsed. It had the approval of 
the Merchants’ Exchange, Mechanics’ Ex- 
change, Mercantile Club, Bar Association 
and Cotton Exchange. I want to repeat 
that I did not urge this bill for any 
personal gain. If one of these nine positions 
was tendered me I would not accept it under 
any circumstances.’’

THEY PAY A FLYING VISIT TO 8ST. LOUIS 
THIS MORNING. 


No Particular Significance Attached to 
the Trip—After a Short Stayat the 
Depot, They Leave on a Special Train 
for the East. 


When the Missouri Pacific train from Kan- 
sas City pulled into the Union Depot at 6:40 
o’clock this morning the private cars 
of Cornelius Vanderbilt and Chauncey M. 
Depew were found to be attached. 
On Board were Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt, Mr. 
Chauncey M. Depew and party from the 
East, and Mr. M. DB. Ingalis, Mr. Joseph Ram- 
sey and Mr. VanWinkle and others ofthe Big 
Four line were at the Union Depot 
to meet them. The party left the 
cars for only a few minutes, being 
piloted about the yards by Mr: Frank R. Still- 
well, Superintendent ofthe Terminal Rall- 
way Co., and left on a special Big Four train 
for the East without leaving the depot. Mr. 
Depew Was seen before the departure, and 
said: 

‘*‘Weare only out ona little tour of inspec- 
tion. We were in Denverfor several days 
and came to St. Louls direct from Kansas 
City. It is probable that we will make a 
short stop in Indianapolis to-day and then 
take a through train for home. Everything in 
the West appears to be most prosperous.’’ 

Mr. Stillwell.accompanied the party across 
the bridge to East 8t. Louls wherea change 
of engineers was made. The train stopped 
fora short time at Wabash Junction,and while 
there the party spent a few minutes examin- 
inga piece of land. On his return to the 
Union Depot Mr. Stillwell was seen in his 
office and said: 

**I know absolutely nothing as to the object 
of the visit. Iwaskept busy answering in- 
stead of asking questions. Both Mr. Depew 
and Mr. Vanderbilt seemed much interested 
in St. Louis and her interests and plied me 
with queries on those topics inwhich they 
were most interested, , They seemed partic- 
ularly desirous of obtaining a clear insight 
into the manner in which we handle freight 
and passenger traffic across the bridge and 
through the tunnel and depot yards. I ac- 
companied them only as far as Wabash 
Junction.’’ 


BOYCOTTING THE ALTON. 


INCREASED PASSENGER BUSINESS ONE OF THE 
RESULTS. 

New YORK, April 24.—The Bradway tickets 
are doing a very good business in consequence 
of the trunk line boycott against the Chicago 
& Alton Railroad. They say that more

INCREASE OF WAGES. 


Carpenters Will Demand Forty Cents 
an Hour on May 1. 


OTHER TRADES WILL INSIST UPON EIGHT 
HOURS AS A FULL DAY. 


An Organized Effort Will Be Made to Bring 
About Trade Reforms—Unless the De- 
mands Are Acceded To,10,000 Men May 


penters Ordered for May 1. 


One week from to-day, Friday, May 1, the 
carpenters will quietly lay aside their tools 
and not take them up until the bosses decide 
to give them 40 cents per hour for an eight- 
hour day. Allthe plansare laid, and care- 
fully, as the carpenters realize that this ight 
with the employes will be more decisive and 
the effect more lasting than that of two years 
ago, when they gained their demand for an 
eight-hour day and 8 centsan hour. At that 
time the employers refused to sign the scale 
of wages and thereby recognize the existence 
of the union as a body, and the men, not de- 
siring to carry the fight any further than ab- 
solutely necessary, yielded the point. But 
this year, more thoroughly organized, and 
possessing a numerical strength never before 
attained, they propose to force the issue to a 
climax and stand bravely by the result, let it 
be success or failure. With a membership 
of fully 2,100the carpenters will assemble as 
the various halls on Mayil, according to a 
recent decision, and march in bodies from 
there to Central Turner Hall on Tenth street, 
near Market, where they must report to J. C. 
Davis, President of their council. This action 
in calling the men off isinorderto make 
doubly sure that none of the men go to work 
underthe new scale without the employer 
having first signed the same,and not one 
man will return to his work until the em- 
ployer has signed the scale which will be 
presented to him. Central Turner Hall has 
been engaged foran indefinite period for the 
use the carpenters in case the strike Is pro- 
longed, 

HISTORY OF THE MOVEMENT. 

On Jan. 1, 1891, the United Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners through their coun- 
cil transmitted to the contractors a notifica- 
tion that onand after May 1 the men would 
not work for less compensation than 4 cents 
per hour. The Builders’ Association, com- 
posed of the boss carpenters, promptly held 
a meeting and by their actions said they did 
not recognize the carpenters and joiners asa 
body, and therefore would not treat with 
them. Thisaction. while a parallel to that 
taken by the same body two years ago, gave 
the carpenters and joiners a pointer which 
they were not slow to consider, and almost 
immediately the council, com posed of one 
delegate from each local union, sent out for 
the consideration of the supordinate bodies a 
proposition that each employer be re- 
qnired to sign the scale of wages before the 
men would goto work, even though the de- 
mand for 40 cents an hour was granted with- 
out question. The last union before which 
this proposition came up for consideration 
acted uponit affirmatively, whereupon was 
issued the orderto assemble at their halls 
and then march to Central Turner Hall, where 
their headquarters will be during their 
trouble. This last proposition requiring 
them to sign the scale has not yet been sub- 
mitted to the employers, and it is hard to say 
how they will take the action when they 
are notified. But, judging from their 
former action, and from what they say 
to-day it is very probable that they wiil re- 
sist the demand for the recognition of the 
union. The carpenters are divided into nine 
unions, as follows: No. 4, meets Thursdays 
at Fourteenth street and Franklin avenue; 
No. 5, meets Saturdays; No. 12° meets 
Saturdays, Twentieth and Wright 
streets; No. 240, meets first and sec- 
ond Mondays at Thirteenth and Benton 
streets; No. 257, meets Monday at Jefferson 
avenue and Walnut streets; No. 270, 
meets Saturdays at Taylor and Easton 
avenues; No. 395, meets Saturday at 
Fourth and Franklin avenue; No. 46 
meets firstand third Fridays at Second and 
Stein streets; No. 518 meets Saturdays at 1505 
South Broadway. 


MUST USE THEIR OWN MONEY. 

Thecarpenters seeing that most probably 
their demands would meet with opposition, 
appealed to the National Council, having su- 
preme jurisdiction over the United Brother- 
hood of Carpenters and Joiners of the United 
States, for aid should trouble ensue. An 
answer has been received which conveys the 
information that no aid can be given St. Louis 
this year, asthe eight-hour day is already 
in effect here, while there are numerous other 
cities where the men are workingten hours 
per day, and itisthese cities which will se- 
cure allthe financial aid at hand this year. 
But this has not discouraged the men in the 
least, as they have been preparing forthe 
financial strain that may come, since the first 
notice was sentto the employers, and itis 
now stated that the men can hold out 
indefinitely in case it becomes neces- 
sary. The assessments made by the 
various unions since the spring work be- 

nhave aiso been very large, putting the 

reasuries allin first-class condition. The 

number initiated at $10 each has also been 
very large, a great many non-union carpen- 
ters having aMliated themselves with the 
Brotherhood. Taking all these things into 
consideration the carpenters were never in 
better financial condition to carry on a strike 
to a successful termination. 

‘‘The men,’’ saifa carpenter this morn- 
ing, ‘‘have been preparing in various ways 
for this trouble since the first of the year, 
and the employers may as well understand 
now as iater that we are prepared 
to fight the mattertoaconclusion, Never 
before have we been so thoroughly and satis- 
factorily organized and, taken all in all, the 
time for oncefor allforcing the employers 
to treat with us asan organized body could 
not have been chosen, no matter how long 
the matter may have been under considera- 
tion. 

THE GREAT ACTIVITY FAVORABLE. 


**The great activity in the building trade 
this year,’’ continued this same gentleman, 
‘*isanother thing in our favor. This fact is 
thoroughly recognized by the carpenter con- 
tractors, more especially those who have on 
hand jobs which they must complete at an 
early date. Never before have the building 
mechanics been so busy as they are this year, 
and even now, with every carpenter in the 
city who wishes employment at work, it is 
not hard to calculate how and why the men 
will havea great advantage in the strike, 
The final arrangements and the formulation 
of the demands will be made at the Council 
meeting next Tuesday evening, at which 
time it will probably be decided to issue 
an official manifesto to the people 
telling them just why this strike is declared, 
and why it is absolutely necessary for the ore 
ganized carpenters to protect themselves just 
at tnis time. Nocomplaint can be made that 
@ fair notice has not been given, as this mat- 
ter has been the subject of public conversa- 
tion and consideration for the past four 
months. Itis hardly probable that any one 
will make the complaint that the demand was 
sudden, and therefore did not admit of the 
employers giving it due sideration. We 
have gone into this affair to win, and win 
we will and no mistake, as _ the 
opposition admit that, all things considered, 
the demand isa justone. We will also claim 
the right to regulate the number of appren- 
tices each boss can employ, just as the brick- 
layers and several other organizations that 
can be named do at the nt time. It is 
absolutely necessary that we have control of 
the apprenticeship system, as the employers 
would otherwise fiood the market with boys 
who have served only a year or so at the 
trade; but who would demand the right to 
work at the side of us mechanics and receive

the same wages, or they would refuse to 
affiliate with the union and cause trouble.’’ 
OTHER TRADES TO STRIKE. 
This morning Secretary McMahon was seen 
at his office on South Fourth street in rela- 


tion tothe eight-hour agitation going onin 


the trades’ unions directly under the Central 
Labor Union ofthis city. He said: 

‘‘There is going to be some big surprises on 
May 1, as several organizations will go out 
of which no mention has yet been made. 
Several other unions will take action early 
next week ,and it is my opinion that there will 
be 10,000 men out for one or another object in 
St. Louis on the ist day of May. It may in 
the end figure up greater than this, as 
the striking fever at times seems to 
be epidemic, and perhaps the men 
generally will conclude this is the best time 
to take action at the last moment. This often 
occurs, and from the tone of talk indulged-in 
by the menI must say that the prospects of 
an almost general strike were never more 
promising. There are several unions which 
will present their demands on May 1 of which 
Icannot make mention, but of which Iam 
cognizant. Most ofthesr demands will be 
primarily for an eight-hour day, but in most 
cases a slight increase in wages will be asked, 
counting the work by the hour, and in 
some cases an eight-hour day with the same 
wages as those received while working ten 
hours: Ina majority of these cases I have 
reason to know that the demands will be re- 
sented, necessitating a strike. No demon- 
stration will be made until Sunday, May 8, 
when a grand picnic, with every workman in 
the city Invited, will be held at Lindell Park. 
Speakers from the East will be in attendance 
and without doubt they will urge every man 
in St. Louls to demand that eight hours shall 
henceforth constitute a day’s work in all 
lines.

HIDDEN BY DEATH. 


The Grave Made the Keeper of the Moen- 
Wilson Secret. 


WORCESTER, Mass., April 24.—Phillip Louls 
Moen died at his home yesterday of paralysis, 
aged 66. He was President and Treasurer of 
the Washburn-Moen Manufacturing Co., 
manufacturers of barbed wire, one of the 
wealthiest concerns in the country, and the 
largest of its kind in the world. 

Mr. Moen was the defendant in the cele- 
brated Wilson and Moen suit, which was a 
nine days wonder. All the details of the 
famous case in which Moenand Levi Wilson 
figured were never known. It was conceded 
that Wilson by some means helda powerful 
influence over Moen, and was bleeding him 
constantly in large sums of money. 

Wilson never divulged this secret of his 
mysterious power, and Moen never referred 
to it but with a sort of horror. Moen paid 
large sums of money to Wilson, amounting, 
it is claimed, to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, But finally Wilson became so con- 
stant in hisdemands that Moen saw only ruin 
before him if he continued to satisfy him and 
refused altogether, That was in 1882, At that 
time Moen’s courage seemedjto have been bol- 
stered up in some unaccountable manner and 
he instituted three suits in the United States 
Courts for several hundred thousand dollars, 
money which he claimed he had paid to Wil- 
son under Diackmail. Wilson prepared to 
fight the cases to the end and Moen weak- 
ened. He offered Wilson $150,000 not to de- 
fend the cases, which Wilson accepted, but 
Moen did not pay over the money, and thus it 
was that Wilson immediately instituted a suit 
for $150,000. The cAsecame upin Boston on 
Dec. 2, 1885, and aftera long trial, in which 
numerous incidents of Wilson’s checkered 
career was brought out, went to the jury, 
which, after a long deliberation, disagreed 
on Dec. 8. Wilson disappeared after the 
trial. He was heardof at intervals, but has 
been reported as dead several times. Moen’s 
secret of Wilson’s influence died with him.

Detroit Street Railway Officials Fear to 
Start Their Cars. 


THE MILITIA MAY BE CALLED OUT TO 
KEEP THE PEACE, 


Four Hundred Stablemen Join the Ranks 
of the Strikers—Work of Eviction 
Progressing in the Coke Region—Pre- 
paring for May Day in the Cities of 
Europe—Labor News. 


DETROIT, Mich., April 24.—No street cars 
are running in this city to-day, the compa- 
ny having suspended operations till the city 
authorities advise them that they are in a po- 
sition to afford proper protection. The day 
is passing without incident so far. Small 
groups of strikers are gengregated in differ- 
ent parts of thecity quietly discussing the 
situation. Most of the employes of the large 
manufacturers are also out to encourage the 
men. The 400 hostlers of the City Railway Co. 
struck this morning. They left one or two 
men in each barn, however, to feed 
the horses, The Mayor has written a 
letter to the street car officials 
suggesting arbitration, but no answer 
has been received as yet. The strikers are 
arranging for a monster mass meeting to- 
night. 

Late yesterday afternoon the Mayor issued 
a proclamation calling uponall citizens to- 
keep order and reciting the statute empower- 
ing him to call out the militia in case of nec- 
cessity. ; 

Last night small gangs of strikers in vari- 
ous parts of the city were tearing up the 
street car tracks and building barricades. 
The police do not seem able to stop the 
strikers, who move from place to place very 
rapidly. 


MAY-DAY IN EUROPE. 


SOCIALISTS’ PROGRAMME IN GERMANY— 
PREPARATIONS IN FRANCE. 

BERLIN, April 24.—The Socialists of Lubeck, 
as if to rebuke the recent triumphant visit of 
the Kaiser, are preparing for an unusual dis- 
play on May 1. In Dresden the Social Democ- 
racy will parade with banners and music, 
and demand through their speakers the 
eight-hour day. Onthe other hand, in Bel- 
gium, England and Spain the working people 
are far from being unanimous for eight 
hours, andin England especially there is an 
apparent majority against the proposition. 

An encounter is reported at Gleissen, Bran- 
den burg, Between a body of German work- 
ingmen and a party of Prussian Poles, who 
were entering Brandenburg from Posen. The 
Germans were largely outnumbered by the 
Poles, but succeeded, after a flerce contest, 
in beating the Poles back into Posen. This 
incident illustrates the growth among Ger- 
man workingmen of the prejudice against 
foreign cheap labor, with which ‘Germany is 
being flooded. 

The Socialist journal, Voriwaerts, in its issue 
to-day expresses itself as being opposed to 
the workingmen of Germany engaging in a 
general strike under the existing condition of 
things. The Vorwaerts says thata strike would 
bring misery to the workingmen and that it 
would destroy their organization. 

NO MARCHING IN ITALY. 

RoME, April 24.—The Government has de- 
cided to allow orderly meetings on May Day 
of the workingmen of this city and elsewhere 
in Italy. The Government, however, has 
issued instructions rigorously prohibiting the 
workingmen from marching in procession, 
and has announced that if seditious speeches 
are made atany of the meetings the latter 
will be promptly suppressed by the police. 
The full regulations for the Italian May Day 
meetings will be issued by the Government 
to-morrow.

MANIFESTO ISSUED IN PARIS. 

PARIS, April 24.—The May Day Committee 
of the workingmen of this city has issued a 
manifesto calling forthe passage of an act 
making eight hours a legal day’s work 
throughout France. Seventy-five thousand 
copies of this manifesto have been printed 
and are being distributed in circles where it 
is expected they willdo the most good to the 
cause of the i a 

At all the preliminary meetings which have 
been held by those who intend to take part 
in the May Day celebration, the Socialists and 
others of that ilk have caused scenes cf 
stormy discord which has developed the 
fact that much bad feeling and want of har- 
mony exists among the various sections of 
the workingman’s party. i

THE WORK OF EVICTION. 


LITTLE CHANGE IN THE STRIKE SITUATION IN

SCOTTDALE, Pa., April 24.—Comparative 
quiet reigned in the coke region up to noon. 
Evictions are being made at several places, 
but thus far there are no indications of 
trouble, Several deputy sheriffs arrived at 
Broadford shortly before noon, accompa- 
nied by half of Co. ©, N. G. There 
will be twenty § evictions made at 
Broadford, Morgan’s, White Foundry and 
Eagle. The presence of the militia will prob- 
ably prevent any outbreak. The operators 
continue to give out that more men are grad- 
ually returning to work, A message received 
here at noon states that the Whitney 
and Lippincott works. on the Young- 
blood branch are practically running full, 
a large number of the old men having gone 
to work. The labor leaders are busily en- 
gaged in giving out the tents received yes- 
terday. They will be distributed between 
Leisenring, Adelaide, Morgan’s and Painter. 
The leaders are confident they will te 
able to take care of all of the 
evicted people. The Poles and Slavish 
people are up inarms against the Socialists 
and talk of givingthe district officers notice

A Warrant Sworn Out by a St. Louisan 
Against a Jefferson County Farmer. 

A warrant for grand larceny was sworn out 
at the Four Courts this morning against 
Charles Schniedel. The defendant is a farm- 
er livingin Jefferson Oounty, twenty-seven 
miles from St. Louis, It appears that early 
inMarch Mr. 8. M. Schmoll, a prosperous 
German of High Ridge, Jefferson County, de- 
termined to move to St, Louis, his two sons 
having engaged in businessin thiscity. Ac- 
cordingly he employed Schniedel to haul his 
household effects to the residence at 1914 Penn 
street.Among other things a clothes-basket 
was placed on Schniedel’s wagon. The 
basket contained a quantity of fine table- 
linen which had been sent to Mrs. Schmoll 
from abroad and which was highly pri on 
this account, as well as for its commercial 
value. Itis alleged that when Schniedel un- 
loaded at the Penn street residence, he kept 
the basket in his wagon and drove away.

WALBRIDGE’S WAIL, 


The Solid Seven Propose to Rob Him of 
His Appointing Power. 


THE SCHEME TO MAKE THE COUNCIL 
COMMITTEES DEMOCRATIC. 


A Move Made In the Council Last Night by 
the Democrats to Checkmate Any At. 
tempt to Hold Up Nominations in the 

‘ Committees—Street Commissioner Mur 
phy’s Annual Report. 


Taking the action of the Counci) last night 
for a foundation the politicians to-day argue 
that the submission of the slate tothe Coun. 
cil willagain be deferred. The reason ad.- 
vanced for this conclusion is that there wil! 
be three incomplete committees in the Coun. 
cil and that the appointments cannot be re- 
ferred until the committees are settled. Last 
‘night Mr. Arnstein made a motion to amend 
rule 15 and increase the committees on 
Ways and Means, Raliroads and Public Im. 
provements to five members each, each com. 
mittee to electits own chairman. Under the 
rules as adoped this amendment must lie for 
one week, rule 81 of the Council providing as 
follows: 

**I¢ shall require a vote ofa rity of the mem- 
bers elect of the Council to abolish, alter or amend 
any s ng rule or order, or adopt wew rules, and 
any motion ears 2 thereto shall be in writing and 
shall lie on the table at least one week before action 
thereon shall be taken.’’ 

This being the case the new Committee on 
Public Improvements cannot report on the 
names for members of the Board of Public 
Improvements in less than a week, and again 
itwill beasure thing for the Mayor if the 
delay is observed. Two more Democrats 
will be elected tothe committee. Mr. Sloan 
is now.a member. He will, in all prob- 
again avail himself of -the 
privilege of voting for Mr. Sloan as he did for 
Vice-President. Then the committee wil! 
have a Democratic Chairman and a majority 
ofthe members. If with this arrangement 
the reports on the Mayor’s appointments, for 
the Board at least, are not favorable, the 
caucus has overlooked something. These 
are the arguments advanced as a reason why 
the slate will no be sent in for a week. 

It has been stated, but not officially, that 
the Democrats requested the Mayor to hola 
back the slate until such time as they had the 
committees all nicely fixed for him. Mr. 
Walbridge last night after the meeting threw 
up his hands and informed the solid seven 
that he realized how utterly powerless he 
and his fellow Kepublicans were and that 
they might goahead and fix things to sult 
themselves, as he did not propose to offer any 
useless Opposition. Mr. Walbridge’s candid 
admission only proves that the Council to all 
intents and purposes consists of just seven 
members. The other six being merely orna- 
ments. 

RIGHT OF THE MAJORITY. 

The plan of taking the committees away 
from the President of the Council has been 
under discussion for some time past and was 
brought up before the Council organized. It 
was thought that the seizure would be made 
before the rules for this session were 
adopted, but it was afterwards found 
that the solid seven had members sufficient 
to amend the rulesat any time so it was not 
done. By availing themselves of the right of 
the majority the solid seven, as long as it re- 
mains solid, can change and manipulate the 
rules without restraint. It was suggested to 
Mr. Walbridge that a fair division 
of committees among Democrats and 
Republicans would be satisfactory, 
but developments show that the intention 
was and always has been, to capture the 
whole organization, including the commit. 
tees. Therule which is now being changed 
has not been in force for many years, and 
was not disturbed until now because the 
President was always of the same politics as 
the faction in power, and of course 
madeup the committees to suit his party. 
The situation now being changed and the 
President being of opposite politics tothe 
faction in power heisshornof his one re- 
maining privilege. 

There is nothing now to prevent the seven 
Democrats taking possession ofall the com- 
mittees and running them to suit themselves.

The St. Louis Presbytery. 


The semi-annual spring meeting of the St. 
Louts Presbytery, which has been in session 
at the Lafayette Park Church for the past 
few days, closed last evening. The most im- 
portant business of this session, a full report 
of which has appeared in the Post-DISPATCH, 
was favoring the creating the Order of 
Deaconesses by the General Assembly, which 
meets in Detroit the third Thursday in May; 
declaring against the overtures made by the 
General Assembly in relationto the amend- 


ment of the confession of faithand form of 


church government. 

Yesterday afternon the churches at Organ 
and Sullivan were ordered stricken from the 
roll, their combined membership at 
the present time being less 
than'a dozen. Leave was granted 
Oote Brilliante Church toemploy Rev. W. F. 
Irwin during the pastor’s vacation. Rev. Ir- 
win is a bright young man and was granted a 
license to preach yesterday.

The -Passover. 


Yesterday .was the first day of the seven 
celebrated by Hebrews in commemoration of 
the Passover. This celebration has been in 
vogue more than three thousand years, the 
first day falling on the Mth day of Nisan, or 
the first month of the Hebrew year, and con- 
tinues until the 2ist, beingin celebration of 
the delivery of their ancestors ‘‘out of the 
land of Egypt and out of the house of bond- 
age.’’ During these seven days only un- 
leavened bread will be found in Hebrew 
tibuseholds; neither will there be yeast used 
in baking cakes. The opening celebration is 
known as the ‘‘seder’’ or orderly commem.- 
oration, the food being principally of bitter 
herbs, which are eaten after prayer, to re- 
mind those present of the bitterness of Egyp- 
tian bondage. A narrative relating the story 
of slavery is read in the Hebrew language. 
Next Wednesday there will be services 
at the various nr after which 
there will be joyous feast. 
The orthodox Hebrews “will also have a feast 
on Thursday night. This passover commem-

A ST. LOUIS BROKER SUICIDES. 


All His Money Gone Oscar Richter Ends 
His Career With Arsenic. 


Oscar Richter, a traveling man and pro- 
duce broker, quite well known among the 
commission men here, committed suicide in 
Paducah, Ky., yesterday evening by taking a 
dose ofarsenic, About 4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon he ran up to the janitor of the Pa- 
ducah City Halland told him he had taken 
arsenic. He begged for help to save his life. 
A physician was sent for and the stomach 
pump applied, but too late to save his life. 
The poison had entered his system 
and he died at 9:30 o’clock last night. 
Before he died he said he had lost 
all his money gambling and being 
tired of life, thought to end it, but on taking 
the poison regretted his action. No arrange- 
ments were made for his funeral and unless 
friends in this city furnish the money to bury 
his body, it will be placed in potter’s field. 

Richter, it was said, worked for J. M. 
Bickert & Co., th@ commission merchants on 
Main street, but when asked what he knew of 
Richter, Mr. Bickert said he knew nothing 
more than that he employed Richter last fall 
onthe road. Lately Richter went on the 
road for himself, buying and selling produce 
as abroker. He had heard from him several 
times, but did notsee him. Richtercame to 
this city frora New York, his home, last fall, 
and has been buying and selling for St. Louis 
commission merchants ever since. Mr. N. 
Goldsmith, who seemed deeply interested in 
Richter and surprised at his death, said he 
knew nothing of him. He had no close friends 
or relatives living in this city.

SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE. 


IMPORTANCE TO ST. LOUIS OF A PROPER 
ARRANGEMENT OF MAIL ROUTES. 


The Postal Subsidy and the Questions in 
Reference to Its Distribution—A Sic- 
nificant Incident—How St. Louis Is 
Handicapped. 


Within a few daysa deputation from the 
Merchants’ Exchange and the Mercantile 
Club will be appointed to visit Washington 
for the purpose of conferring with Postmas- 
ter-General Wanamaker in reference to the 
establishment of a mail service between the 
South and Central American portsand New 
Orleans. The appropriation for subsigies to 
be granted to steamship lines carrying the 
mails between South America and the United 
States has been made, but it has 
been left to the Postmaster-General 
to advertise the routes, and to decide 
from what ports the steamers shallstart. The 
citizens of St. Louis perceive the importance 
of obtaining direct communication with the 
Southern ports, and are determined todo 
their best to secure a proper proportion of 
the appropriation for lines centering in New 
Orleans. 

AN APPEAL TO WANAMAKER. 

A strong effort is being made by New York 
and Boston to have the appropriation so ap- 
plied as to retain in these cities the practical 
monopoly of the South American tfade that 
they have heretofore enjoyed, but steps will 
be taken by St. Louis to have the matter 
placed in its true light before Mr. Wana- 
maker and to obtain from him an arrange- 
ment of the new postal routes that will give 
those living in the Mississippi Valley direct 
access to the Southand Central American 
markets. Tono city in this section of the 
county is this of such importance as to 8t. 
Louis, and none have felt so severely the dis- 
advantages incident tothe present arrange- 
ments of freight lines. As matters now stand, 
everything intended for export to south 
America has to be sent to New York, andthe 
imports are obliged to pursue the same 
course. A majority ofthe articles exported 
are ofa bulky nature. and the expense of 
transportation forms a very considerable 
item. Ifthese goods could be sent to New 
Orleans by river, thence shipped 
to South America, the rate 
which they could be sold would 
be materially lower than is at present pos- 
sible, when freight by rail has tobe paid to 
New York, in addition to the increased cost of 
transportation by the longer line by steamers. 

A CASE IN POINT. 

. Arecord of the last few shipments to South 

ports has been kept, which shows 
that the experts were from twenty different 
States, most of them accessible to water com- 
munication to New Orleans. A striking in- 
stance of the disadvantages under which St, 
Louis labors was afforded by an order re- 
celved early in the week by a firm in St, 
Louis from Buenos Ayres. A large wholesale 
firm sent a letter to this city, requesting that 
800,000 gallons of oil be sent, if it could be de-

President Bern- 
heimer of the Merchants’ Exchange on being 
asked as to the effect ofa line from New Or- 
leans to South America and the West Indian 
islands said: -*We, in advocatinga postal 
subsidy bill, supposed of course that it would 
cover a line from New Orleans. If we have 
this we can sell not only to South and Cen 
America, but also very largely to Cuba. e 
have a water-line direct, if wecanonly get 
steamers on it, and with the subsidy this can 
be done. I certainly think that we should 
make a strong effort to secure a shareof the 
appropriation.’’
